The repression and the inhuman exploitation that the Afro-American 
people of the United States have had to ' undergo date back to the 
introduction ox the first slaves coining from Africa, 

. The slave labor -used above all in the Southern states- and the wage 
labor vf the Negroes in general contributed to the consolidation of 
capitalism in the United States, and consequently, to the indissolu- 
ble integration of the latter to the social and economic currents of 
the newly established nation* 

In spite of the brutal exploitation and discrimination they have to 
undergo -in both the North and South of the United States- the Afro- 
American people are also 'used as cannon fodder by the U C S. Government 
for its imperialist wars. 

In the aftermaths of both World Wars, the most brutal repression and 
discrimination reached extreme limits, as shown in the criminal 
activities of the Ku Iflrcc IQ an -which murdered hundred's of defenseless 
veterans as it had been doing since the end of the last century. 

The Afro- American in the United States after the war, went on living 
under conditions of utter poverty, exploitation and economic, social 
and political discrimination. 

The average income of the white man.; is more than double . that of the 
Afro-American in the United States, 'while unemploy< ment among the 
latter is double that of the whites. 

In most cities in the United States, Negroes are doomed to live under 
overcrowded and unhealthful conditions, which reach truly sub-human 
-levels of poverty in the so-called ghettoes or Negro districts* 

According to reports issued by the U*S, State Department , the lowest 
average .incomes in a city art concentrated in the Negro ghettoes. 

The lowest levels of schooling and the highest of unemployment are 
also found within these ghettoes, • . 

With regard to educational discrimination, there is a double school- 
system, with separate schools for the races, in the South; while* in 
the North, discrimination is manifested through de facto segregation 


-which, in practice, means • the isolation, of school "in the Negro 
suburbs , 
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and so judicial verdicts of a purely racist nature are "brought in, 
such as was the one which exonerated Leroy Wilkins, a member of the 
Ku Klirx Klan who was accused ox the murder of Viola Luzzo, a v/hite 
integral! onist killed in 196.9. 

Through the state judicial -apparatus and the application of racist 
terror, Southern Negroes are in fact net permitted to vote, even in 
. counties where Negroes are in the majority. 

Furthermore , in addition to having ‘"been deprived of their "basic rights, 
the Afro-American people of the U„S„ are compelled to fight against 
the heroic people of Viet Nam in an even more scandalous proportion 
than in the two. previous World Wars and the Korean War,, since repre- 
senting only 10;$ of the population, the Negro soldiers constitute 
19 % of the combat troops. 

As a consequence of the preceding statement, the organized Negro move 
ment, having passed through a period of struggle for civil rights at 
the turn of the turn of the century until the middle of the sixties, 
has attained, at the present time, a degree of development and radi- 
cal! zat ion never attained before, acquiring a real consciousness of 
the objects of the struggle waged by the Negro masses, frustrated in 
their aspirations to liberty and equality which were promised by the 
reformist laws enacted by the Kennedy and Johnson Administrations with 
which' the imperialist government of the United. States tried to stop 
the growth of those struggles* 

Ana at. the same time that the organized Negro movement has acquired 
that degree of development and radical! zation, opposition increases 
day by day among the people of the U e .S* to the imperialist aggression 
against the heroic Vietnamese people, as is being proved by the. great 
demo strati ons and other activities carried out to that effect, in- 
cluding even the immolation of citizens in protest against this cri- 
minal war; the support and solidarity with the struggle of the Negro 
citizens of the U 0 S * also increases, as well as the consciousness 
that in the end, the struggle in all sectors of the U*S* people is 
determined by common aims. . 

That in the new phase of. the struggle of the Negro people symbolized 
in the rebellions of the gtiettoes in Watts, Selma, Chicago, and Har- 
lem, and more recently, in Newark, and Detroit, some leaders have 
arisen who have been able to interpret correctly the concerns, ten- 
dencies, and aspirations "of the Afro-- American people. 

That, by creating militant slogans of great acceptance among the Ne- 
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being 


constitutes the best expression of the growth of the struggle 
U,S # Negro against the oppression and discrimination to whic 
subjected by the U,S„ imperialist government « 
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Concluding that racial discrimination is inherent to the capita'! hot^ 
system and that one of its typical forms of oppressions in the United 
States has extended to several national minority groups -although- 
in a lesser degree then in the case of the Afro-American people . 


That, consequently, the struggle of the U.S C Negro people ' is part of 
the struggle of all the peoples of the U C S* against the lhS< imperial- 
ist government and is linked by common factors of exploitation, dis- 
crimination, .'and oppression, to the struggle of all the peoples of 
Africa i Asia,, and Latin America against UfS* imperialism, establish- 
ing, in fact, the need for and the advantage of integrating a move— 
meat of militant solidarity between the Afro-American people and the 
peoples of the three continents * 
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ox one u»b, negro people agaruas r unex.v oppressors, consiaerrng x'> 
part of their own struggle, and call upon" the Negro people of tb'i U;S. 
to answer the racist violence of the U»S e imperialist government by 
(^fi®s5asing direct revolutionary action and strenghthening their 
fraternal relations with the peoples of Africa, Asia and Latin America 
that fight against the same hated enemy s UhSf imperialism* 


The peoples of Latin American also agree to procalim August 18 a;; the 
Pay of Solidarity with the Blank People of the United States of America, 
in remembrance of the acts of rebellion begun in the streets of V/atts 
by the black population of the United States on August 18, 196p . These 
action signified a change in the American Negro’s fighting strategy » 
substituting the peaceful forms of protest for violent and armed 
demos tr at i ons against imperialist oppression and discrimination. 
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
